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Foreword 


QINCE  Education  explains  the  existence 
of  an  institution  like  the  Fitchburg 
Normal  School,  we  deemed  it  appropriate 
to  incorporate  an  Education  theme  into 
this  1931  Saxifrage.  The  little  lamp  of 
knowledge  in  the  border,  and  the  sketch 
on  each  division  page  symbolize  that 
which  is  now  a  part  of  our  very  being. 
We  hope  that  in  the  future  when  you 
glance  through  this  volume  to  recall  me- 
mories of  Fitchburg  Normal  School,  each 
symbol  will  help  you  to  read  a  deeper 
meaning  into  the  pages  of  the  1931 
Saxifrage. 
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The  History  of  The  Normal  School 
In  Massachusetts 

When  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Education  was  established  in  1838, 
it  immediately  turned  its  attention  to  the  founding  of  Normal  Schools. 
A  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  was  furnished  by  a  member  of  the  board, 
Edmund  Dwight  of  Boston,  which  was  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
qualifying  teachers  for  our  public  schools.  This  amount  was  furnished, 
however,  on  the  condition  that  the  Legislature  would  appropriate  a  similar 
sum  for  the  same  purpose.  This  proposition  being  accepted  it  was  decided 
by  the  Board  of  Education  to  establish  three  training  schools  for  teachers. 
Each  of  the  three  was  considered  as  an  experiment,  and  was  to  cover  a 
period  of  three  years. 

Until  the  year  1855,  the  course  of  study  required  was  one  year,  then 
one  and  a  half  years  until  1865.  At  that  time  it  was  increased  to  two 
years.  A  four-year  course  was  put  into  practice  in  1869,  the  last  two 
years  being  optional.  A  more  recent  change  is  the  three  year  course  which 
was  established  this  year  in  our  own  Normal  School. 

The  first  Normal  Schools,  or  "seminaries  for  the  qualification  of 
teachers,"  were  operated  in  Lexington  and  Barre  in  1839.  The  increasing 
number  of  pupils  at  the  Lexington  Normal  School  made  it  necessary  to 
remove  the  school  to  West  Newton  in  1844.  The  fourteenth  annual  report 
of  1850,  states  as  follows: 

"The  house  for  the  Normal  School  at  West  Newton  is  situated  in 
such  immediate  proximity  to  the  Worcester  railroad  that  the  exercises  of 
the  school  are  at  all  seasons  seriously  interrupted  by  the  noise;  and  during 
the  warmer  months  of  the  year,  when  the  windows  are  required  to  be 
opened,  the  inconvenience  and  loss  of  time  are  very  considerable." 

This  being  the  earliest  Normal  School  in  America,  the  Board  wished 
"to  erect  a  building  which  shall  be  in  all  respects,  internally  and  externally, 
creditable  to  the  State  and  worthy  of  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  erected." 
Framingham  was  the  location  selected  for  this  building,  the  first  State  Nor- 
mal School. 

The  Westfield  Normal  School  is  the  second  oldest  in  America.  On 
September  4,  1839,  it  was  established  at  Barre.  The  building  was  orig- 
inally erected  as  a  town  hall.  The  school  was  transferred  in  1844  to  West- 
field  and  the  first  formal  graduation  took  place  in  1855. 

There  was  vigorous  competition  among  the  towns  of  Abington,  Ware- 
ham,  Plymouth,  Duxbury  and  Marshfield  for  the  location  of  the  third 
State  Normal  School,  but  it  was  finally  decided  to  establish  it  at  Bridge- 
water.  The  free  use  of  its  town  hall  was  granted  to  the  school  for  three 
years.  A  rental  of  fifty  dollars  was  paid  by  the  school  for  the  next  three 
years.  This  State  Normal  School  experiment  was  a  great  success  under  the 
leadership  of  Nicholas  Tillinghast,  its  first  principal.  The  town  of  Bridge- 
water  has  the  honor  of  having  erected  in  1846  the  first  State  Normal 
School  building  erected  in  America. 

At  the  time  when  the  Board  of  Education  was  considering  the  removal 
of  the  West  Newton  school  to  some  other  town — Salem  was  suggested  as 
a  suitable  place.  The  school,  as  we  know,  was  removed  to  Framingham, 
but  later  on  when  it  was  decided  to  establish  other  Normal  Schools,  Salem 
was  chosen  as  the  site  for  one  of  them. 

On  September  14,  1854,  the  building  was  dedicated  and  opened. 
Seventy-two  students  were  admitted  to  the  school.  Forty-eight  of  this 
number  graduated.  Increasing  membership  and  needs  made  it  necessary,  in 
1870,   to  have  a  new  building  erected.      For   this  the   Legislature   appro- 
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priated  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  which  proved  inadequate  to  meet  the 
demands  which  were  being  made  upon  this  type  of  school  at  that  time. 
Finally,  after  many  requests,  two  hundred  seventy-five  thousand  dollars 
was  provided  by  the  Legislature  for  the  erection  of  a  new  building.  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  State  and  City  governments,  many  former  teachers  and 
pupils,  and  others  interested  in  educational  work  were  present  at  the 
dedication,  which  was  held  January  26,   1897. 

A  State  Normal  School  was  established  in  Worcester  in  1874.  The 
condition  that  this  city  should  pay  the  Board  of  Education  the  sum  of 
fifteen  thousand  dollars,  if  an  appropriation  of  sixty  thousand  dollars 
was  made  by  the  Legislature,  was  promptly  accepted. 

An  interesting  fact  to  be  noted  is  that  Dr.  G.  Stanley  Hall's  sugges- 
tion that  the  study  of  child  psychology  might  be  better  followed  by  orig- 
inally observing  children,  was  the  starting  point  of  a  program  for  this  pur- 
pose which  was  worked  out  and  adopted  as  a  part  of  the  curriculum  in 
the  Worcester  Normal  School. 

In  1894,  the  State  Legislature  authorized  the  establishment  of  four 
new  State  Normal  Schools.  The  one  at  Fitchburg  was  the  first  of  the 
four  to  be  established  on  July  1,  1895.  The  organizations  of  our  school 
and  those  in  Lowell,  North  Adams  and  Hyannis  are  due,  to  a  great 
extent,  to  the  efforts  of  Joseph  G.  Edgerly,  Superintendent  of  Schools  in 
Fitchburg  at  that  time,  Hon.  Arthur  H.  Lowe,  Mayor,  and  other  city 
officials.  A  petition  was  presented  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  sug- 
gesting that  a  Normal  School  be  situated  in  this  city.  The  result  was  that 
one  was  established  here,  and  others  in  the  places  named  above. 

The  school  at  North  Adams  was,  as  we  know,  one  of  the  four  new 
Normal  Schools  to  be  established  under  the  act  of  Legislature  approved 
in  1894.     February  1,  1897,  is  the  date  of  the  entrance  of  the  first  class. 

The  gift  of  a  location  in  North  Adams  was  especially  fine,  as  it  pro- 
vided for  noteworthy  opportunities  for  out  of  door  nature  study  and 
industry. 

The  county  of  Barnstable  was  to  be  the  location  of  one  of  the  four 
new  State  Normal  Schools.  Hyannis  was  chosen  as  the  most  favorable 
site,  and  the  school  was  established  in  1897. 

It  has  been  said  that  Lowell  has  always  held  a  place  among  towns 
noted  for  educational  advancement.  One  is  not  surprised  then,  that  the 
Legislature  gave  to  this  city  the  honor  of  having  a  Normal  School  estab- 
lished there.  On  October  4,  1897,  the  school  was  opened  to  pupils,  the 
dedication  exercises  taking  place  June  15,  1898.  The  building  itself,  as  a 
model  structure  of  its  kind,  attracts  much  attention. 

By  an  act  passed  May  16,  1870,  the  Legislature  made  instruction  in 
drawing  compulsory  in  the  public  schools.  The  need  for  competent  teach- 
ers was  felt  greatly.  Mr.  Walter  Smith,  whom  the  Board  employed  in 
1871  as  State  Director  of  Art  Education,  made  an  inspection  of  the 
schools,  and  advised  the  establishment  of  a  training  school  for  drawing 
teachers.     An  appeal  was  made  to  the  Legislature,  but  it  was  unsuccessful. 

Finally,  means  were  provided,  and  the  school  was  opened  November 
11,  1873,  at  Boston,  Massachusetts.  In  1878,  it  was  moved  to  a  building 
constructed  for  its  special  use.  1930  finds  the  first  State  endowed  Art 
School  of  the  country  erected  at  Brookline  and  Longwood  Avenues,  Bos- 
ton. This  new  school  furnishes  accommodations  for  an  enrollment  of 
approximately  eight  hundred  day  and  evening  school  students. 

This  account  of  the  development  of  Normal  Schools  in  Massachu- 
setts shows  that  teacher  training  is  an  essential  part  of  the  Educational 
system  in  this  State.  During  the  years  of  its  existence  Fitchburg  Normal 
School  has  fulfilled  its  obligation  by  sending  3,321  efficiently  trained  teach- 
ers into  the  educational  field  of  Massachusetts.

It  was  an  amazed  crowd  of  people  that  assembled  that  evening  in  the  eerie 
setting  of  witches,  ghosts,  black  cats,  skeletons,  and  shadows.

Naturally,  for  thirteen  weeks,  a  large 
part  of  the  class  conversation  centered   on  training. 

"I  have  one  of  the  worst  boys  in  my  room.  Today  he  thundered  into  the  room 
late,  walked  up  to  John,  pulled  off  his  victim's  necktie,  and  slapped  his  face.

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lany  are  the  innovations  which  were  introduced  at  Fitchburg  Normal 
School  this  year.  Among  them  is  the  one  long  assembly  period  a  week  to  take 
the  place  of  the  customary  two.  Now  that  the  periods  are  fewer  and  longer,  the 
opportunity  of  their  being  more  interesting  and  varied  has  been  increased.  Each 
week  the  students  look  forward  with  happy  expectancy  to  the  assembly  period. 

Those  of  us  who  had  seen  the  movie,  "With  Byrd  at  the  South  Pole,"  were 
particularly  interested  in  the  authoritative  talk  given  in  the  assembly,  October 
14,  by  Arnold  Clark,  assistant  magnetician  of  the  Byrd  Expedition.  He  spent  two 
years  in  that  dreary  isolated  territory.  "Man  overboard!"  Imagine  the  consterna- 
tion that  must  have  gripped  those  men  when  those  words  ran  through  their  con- 
sciousness. Incredible  as  it  may  seem  to  us,  the  men  of  the  expedition  were 
reluctant  to  leave  that  vast  expanse  of  snow  and  ice  where  they  had  given  two 
years  of  their  life  for  the  sake  of  science. 

It  was  appropriate  that  Harlan  Hoge  Ballard  should  come  before  us  on 
November  4,  to  lecture  on  the  Roman  poet  Virgil,  since  this  year  marks  the  two 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  creator  of  the  "Aeneid."  Moreover,  Mr.  Ballard  is 
the  author  of  an  English  translation  of  the  "Aeneid,"  and  was  able  to  give  us 
much  insight  into  the  personality  of  the  poet.  His  theory  concerning  Juno  as  being 
representative   of   the   weather    was    both   novel    and    logical. 

When  Dr.  Eppler,  author  and  lecturer,  spoke  to  the  student  body  on  Decem- 
ber 9,  he  came  as  one  duly  impressed  and  affected  by  a  great  personality.  That 
personality  was  Nathan  Hale.  From  the  message  given  us,  we  became  poignantly 
conscious  of  the  awful  events  which  seemed  to  pursue  Hale  until  his  death.  Much 
of  the  deep  love  that  Dr.  Eppler  had  for  his  subject  was  transferred  to  his 
audience  by  the  thought  that  here  was  a  worthy  personality — inspired  and  worthy 
of  emulation. 

How  thought  provoking  was  the  unusual  talk  given  us  by  Miss  Park  on  Jan- 
uary 13.  Miss  Park  came  as  a  representative  of  a  Massachusetts  State  Hospital 
wherein  children  who  are  mentally  competent  but  physically  handicapped  receive 
their  education.  She  told  of  conflicts  fought  and  won — mental  conflicts  which  exist 
so  often  in  the  minds  of  the  deformed. 

Among  other  representatives  from  the  State  Department  of  Education  who 
have  shared  their  aims  and  interests  with  us  are  Miss  Ida  Sheib,  Supervisor  of 
Safety  Education;  Mr.  Herbert  Dallas,  Supervisor  of  the  Rehabilitation  Depart- 
ment; Mr.  M.  Norcross  Stratton  of  the  Teacher  Training  Division,  and  Mr. 
James  Moyer,  Director  of  University  Extension.  We  are  now  anticipating  lec- 
turers from  the  State  Department  of  Correction,  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Welfare,   and   State  Department  of  Savings  Bank   Insurance   in   Massachusetts.

We  wish  it  were  just 
beginning!
